In addition, the board asserted labor 
conditions in the industry had been 
“below the average” for many years, 
criticized the present method of set- 
tling Section 7 (A) disputes as in- 
effective.” and found an increased use 
of the stretchout since adoption of 
the code.

Into this I put a half-bar of 
soap (or a whole one if it happens to 
be a small size) am pour over it boil- 
For the smal size bar it 
takes about a quart-of water. For 
the big bar about two quarts. 

You can make it thicker if you

TOKYO, Sept. 20.—(/)—To the 
new kingdom of Manchukuo, quarrel- 
ing with soviet Russia over boundary 
questions, Japan today gave an im- 
pressive demonstration of her military 
might. 

Seventy-eight battle planes success- 
fully crossed the 450 miles lying be- 
tween Darien, in southern Manchukuo, 
and Hsinking, Manchukuan capital, 
dispatches to the newspaper Asahi 
here reported, while Japan’s combined 
war fleet continued maneuvers off 
Darien.

WHOLESALE ARRESTS 
MARK STRIKE SITUATION 


CHARLOTTE, N. C., Sept. 20.— 
(?) — Bayonet-bordered mills and 
wholesale arrests of pickets today held 
strikers almost powerless in some sec- 
tions as the southern textile industry |: 
continued its reopening campaign. 

Deaf to charges from state and na- 
tional strike headquarters that con- 
stitutional rights had been abrogated, 
Georgia national guardsmen continued 
their “cleanup” campaign against 
pickets, running their arrest ther- 
mometer above the 200-mark. 

Following the lead, Winchester 
(Va.) police locked up 17 persons 
described as “non-resident” agitators 
and announced their intention of jail- 
ing anyone attempting to picket mills 
there. 

Approximately 3,300 employes re-

PROGRESS IN HEALTH WORK 

Rapid progress in the program 
to eliminate unhealthy conditions 
throughout Georgia is ‘revealed in 
the report of Dr. T. F. Abercrom- 
bie, state director of public health, 
to the semi-annual meeting of the 
state board of health.

The mortgage 
duly settled, I followed the slogan Di- 
versify” by cutting cotton production 
about 80 per cent and going to dairy- 
ing. 
fair price for what milk I could pro- 
duce. Other farmers over the state 
did as I did and were equally suc- 
cessful. 

But there was a limited market for 
fresh sweet milk in Georgia. The 
mere fact that a dairyman here and 
yonder was making a little profit set 
the ball to rolling. Soon every coun- 
ty agent, farm and newspaper was 
spreading the news that a panacea for 
our troubles had been discovered. The 
county agent of Lamar county was 
so enthused he wanted the farmers 
to buy 1,000 dairy cows. But these 
leaders failed to realize what it would 
cost a cotton farmer to produce milk. 
nor where and at what price he could 
sell it when produced. They failed 
to’ tell him that when Atlanta and 
our other cities were supplied he 
would get considerably less for milk 
because his milk would have to be 
manufactured and prices would be 
governed by the supply in older and 
better established dairy states. 


What happened then? Herds of 


dairy cattle sprang up overnight. Two- 
gallon cows sold for $100. In à few 
months the price of milk tumbled and 
with it the price of cows, leading to 
the  before-unheard-of dairymen's 
strike in Georgia. For the last two 
years I have sold milk for 11 cents 
per gallon f. o. b. the farm. Today 
finds many dairymen discouraged and 
quitting because they have found it 
impossible to feed and milk cows for 11 
cents and make a living. I still be- 
lieve in Georgia as a dairy state, but 
the cart can’t go before the horse. 
In reviewing the cotton situation in 
our state I agree with Governor Tal-

5 pounds, a cut of 66 per cent of 
my five-year average. Saturday morn- 
ing I went to Barnesville hoping to 
get a better allotment, and found more 
than 50 other farmers there for the 
same purpose, Some of them can sell 
only 300 pounds tax free to the farm. 
The rise in the price of cotton will 
mean less than nothing ta many of 
these farmers because they will have 
to share with the government the la- 
bor of themselves, wires and chil- 
ren. 


Most of these small farmers have 
been practicing diversification in one 
way and another, and so already had 
small cotton acreage. I have a neigh- 
bor who has a wife and five children 
under 15 years of age—poor, but self- 
respecting and good citizens. The 
children stayed out of school last 
spring to work long hot days in the 
fields with their father and mother 
to keep from asking the federal gov- 
ernment for aid. This man was one 
of those I found at the courthouse 
asking not aid, but the opportunity of 
making an honest living. Some sa 
the Bankhead law is not being ad- 
ministered as it was intended.

IS DROUTH- AFTERMATH 


Adult and Infant Mortality 
More Than. Twice Normal 
in Eight Cities. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—(/)— 
The toll of the great drouth of 1934 
was taken in human lives as well as 
in blighted crops and starved cattle. 
In a — 9 week ending July 28, says 
the public health: service, the death 
rate in eight drouth-area citiex was 
more than double the normal for that 
time of year. 

The infant mortality rate in the 
same eight cities for the same week 
also doubled, in fact it was a larger 
percentage of normal than the deat 
rate for all ages. The death rate for 
all ages was 106 per cent above nor- 
mal and the death rate among babies 
124 per cent. 

This terrific increase in deaths, at- 
tributed both directly. and indirectly 
to the drouth and its accompanying 
heat wave, was recorded: in Chicago, 
Cincinnati, Columbus, Des Moines, In- 
dianapolis, Kansas City, Mo., Omaha 
and St. Louis. 

The amount of heat increase in the 
various cities, however, did not corre- 
spond to the death rate increase in 
each locality. . Kansas City, with an 
average maximum temperature of 108 
degrees for the week, had a lower 
death rate than St. Louis, where the 
mercury hit 102 degrees. — 
City, with 108 average temperatu 
had only a small rise in deaths.

NEW JERSEY WILL SEEK 
HAUPTMANN EXTRADITION 
NEW YORK, Sept. 20,—(4)—Gov- 
ernor A. Harry Moore, of New er- 
sey, announced from his home at Sea 
Girt tonight that his st would ask 
for the extradition of rd Rich- 
ard Hauptmann on ch of “mur- 
der and kidnaping if t idence jus- 
tifies*stch action.“ 

At the same time, Governor Moore 
disclosed the charges on which he 
said New York authorities were plan- 
ning to hold Hauptmann. 

He said New York and federal of- 
ficials had informed him the suspect 
wonld be charged here with extortion 
and carrying concealed weapons. 
“For three years I have anxiously 
awaited the moment.” said Governor 
Moore, “that the Lindbergh case would 
be solved. Apparently it is here. 
“This terrible disaster occurred in 
the first year of my administration 
and I determined that no force of the 
law in New Jersey would ever relax 
until it was solved. To that end I 
delegated, through the commander of 
the state militia. 12 of the most ef- 
ficient officers of our organization to 
devote their entire efforts to the so- 
lution of this case. 

“If there is any way that this 
charge can be substantiated, the state 
of New Jersey will ask the return 
of this man to answer. charges of 
murder and kidnaping. 

We will ask this under our laws. 
since the Lindbergh kidnaping law 
was enacted after the abduction of 
the Lindberg baby. Therefore it 
would not be retroactive. 
_ “If these charges can be substan- | 
tiated, if will be a happy day for 
New Jersey and all of the citizens 
who have resented the perpetration ~~ 
of this terrible crime.” .

1 must refuse to get on the mourner’s 
bench. Tennessee will not win all her games 
but this will be a tough, rugged’ football team 
which will finish with the first five in the 
Sowtheastern conference. 

These three fellows who played together at 
West Point and who have coached here as a 
unit for almost a decade, have good tackles 
and good ends, good kickers and excellent 

McGILL. passers. There isn’t a coaching staff anywhere 
which does a better job of work than this one. 

They had their backfield graduated out from under them 
last spring; most of their team will be made up of reserves and 
sophomores; but they’ll get a team out of it. Tennessee’s rec- 
ord in the past eight years is the greatest football record in 
Dixie. And the Tennessee material has not been super. It 
has been good. But not any better than that possessed by three 
or four rivals.
